President Ford says he 
doesn’t agree with former 
President Nixon’s philoso- 
phy that a chief executive, 
in certain circumstances, 
may righftully take actions 
that would normally be con- 
sidered unlawful. 

Mr. Ford rejected Nixon’s 
qqncept of presidential pow- 
er during a news conference 
Friday in Chicago with the 
Northern Illinois Newspaper 
Association.
